large and four small vessels, commanded by

|} navy. Great Britain is represented by the 


armored cruiser Lancaster and the scout 
ship Sentinel, Austria by the armored crui- 
ser St. Georg and the torpedo cruiser Sziget- 
var, Italy by the armored cruiser Giuseppe 
Garibaldi and the torpedo boat destroyer 
Ostro, and France by a cruiser and a gun- 
boat. 

The powers are said to have agreed, as the 
first part of their procedure, on the seizure of 
the harbors and custom houses of the island 
of Mytilene, the island of Lemnos, In the 
northern part of the Adgean sea, and the is- 
land of Tenedos, on the west coast of Asia 
Minor. 

It is believed that the sultan will yield at 
the first show of determination-on the part of 
the powers, after satisfying his people that 
he ts yielding to superior force. This is said 
to be the view of Count Goluchowski, the 
Austro-Hungarian minister of foreign af- 
fairs. 


Bulgaria Threatens Trouble. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Nov. 2%, & a. m.—The Vienna 
correspondent of the Chronicle says he learns 
that Bulgaria has notified one of the signa- 
tory powers of her intention to march troops 
into Macedonia unless the demonstration of 
the allies procures complete financial and 
other reforms in that province.

Turkey's note in reply to the ultimatum of 
the powers containg a werning that the ac- 
tion of the powers in resorting to a naval 
demonstration may precipitate an internal 
uprising of Mussulmans against the Chris- 
tian population of Turkey. This is considered 
to be a threat, a#eit is known that no demon- 
stration of Mussulmane against Christians 
can occur unless it has the silent acquies- 
cence of the Turkish authorities. 


Answer Is Unsatisfactory.

BOILER BURSTS, FIREMAN HURT, 
FOUR VILLAGES IN DARKNESS. 


Frank Dug Probably Fatally Injured at 
La Grange Power Plant—Nearby 
Towns Without Light and Water. 


Frank Dug, a fireman, was probably fa- 
tally burned and the villages of Grossdale, 
Hollywood, Congress Park, and La Grange 
were without Nght and water during last 
night as the result of the explosion of a de- 
fective boiler in the-avater plant of the La 
Grange Service company. Dug’s hands, face, 
and arms were seriously burned and it was 
said by physicians that he will die.

The 
other men, who were in the other end of the 
room, were not injured. Dug crawled to the 
door and fell unconscious. Employés of the 
plant rushed into the room and dragged out 
Dug.

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NEW STANDARD OIL CHARGE. 


Big Trust Accused of Supplying 
Managers with False Gauges. 


“ | SCHEME. 18 T0 RUIN as | 
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Former ieee Gives eran Testi- 


mony in St. Louis Case. 


St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 23.—[Special. ]—Evi- 
dence that the Standard Oil company fur- 
nished its general agente. with false gauges 
to be used in driving competitors out of the 
field was supplied by a former general man- 
ager of the big trust today. 

Another ‘sensational development was the 
summoning of John D. Rockefeller as a wit- 
nese in the case in which Missouri! is seeking 
to oust the Standard Oil company from the 
state. Mr. Rockefeller will give his testi- 
mony in New York before a special com- 
missioner. 

But the startling feature of the case today 
was the testimony of William A. Morgan, 
former general manager of the Sedalia dis- 
trict for the Standard Oil company. He told 
of being supplied with the false gauges. He 
was ordered to use them in measuring the 
ofl in barrels sold by Standard Of! competi- 
tors. The measurement would s.0w appar- 
ently that the barrels were * short " four or 
five gallons. 

Startling Expose of Methods. 

Morgan's testimony created a sensation, 
and the Standard Oil attorneys offered fre- 
quent and vigorous objections. 

Morgan testified that he went into the em- 
ploy of the Standard Oil company Jan. 15, 
1898, as a salesman. Soon afterward he was 
made a resident manager of the company, 
with headquarters at Sedalia. In his juris- 
diction was included Randolph,’ Sheridan. 
Howard, Cooper, and Benton counties. He 
was not permitted to sell of] outside of this 


-territory. His reports were sent to G. W. 


Mayer, who had charge of the Standard Oil 
interests jn Missouri. 

“ When I took charge of the Sedalia office,” 
said Morgan, “the Standard Oil company 
controlled 50 or 60 per cent of the business 
in that territory. 

“Inside of a shoft period I had taken the 
business away from competitors, and the 
Standard, before I severed my connection 
with it in 1901, controlled 90 per cent of the 
trade in the Sedalia territory. 


Use of False Gauges. 

Morgan was then asked to tell whether he 
knew of other methods resorted to by the 
Standard besides cutting prices to get busi- 
ness or kill off competition. He answered 
that the company furnished him with barrel 
gauges by which he would be able to show a 
customer that a competitor sold “short” 
barrels. 

“ Did you use those gauges?” 

“I did not,” 

“ What were your instructions?’ 

“I was told by Mr. Mayer to use the gauges 
only in extreme cases—that is, where a com- 
petitor coyld not be driven out by other meth- 
ods, or where other arguments failed to in- 
duce the merchant to buy from us.”’ 


“To what extent would these gauges in- | 


dicate a barrel of oll was short when applied 
to a barrel sold by a competitor?” 

‘From four to five gallons.” 

“ Why did you refuse to carry out instruc- 
tions sent to you In regard to these gauges?” 

“T had personal reasons.” 

“ What were they?’ 

" Well, because I thought these gauges 
were being used with fraudulent intent. In 
the first place good salesmen could show by 
sharp manipulation that barrels were short.’ 


Rockefeller to Testify. 

New York, Nov. 23.—Subpcenas were issued 
today for John D. Rockefeller, Henry H. 
Rogers, Henry M. Flagier, and other finan- 
clers to appear as witnesses in the two suits 
pending in Missouri to oust the Standard Oil

Culver Military Academy Boys Try 
Unique System on a Cadet. 


ELEVEN OF THEM SENT HOME. 


One Writes to His Parents in Chicago 
Relating the Details. 


The Culver Military academy of Culver, 
Ind., is the scene of the latest hazing scan- 
dal, 
institution yesterday as a result of the ex- 
pomure of a hazing administered last Sunday 
to Cadets Fee and Harfris of Jefferson City, 
Mo. Capt. Buckingham was reduced to a 
private for complicity tn the affair. 

Supt. B. F. Fleet and the other authorities 
of the academy are guarding the affair zeal- 
ously, but the entire school and village is 
stirred to the highest pitch of excitement, 
for it is not known how many other cadets 
are to be dismissed. Cadet Fee, it is known, 
was handled 60 unmercifully by his fellows 
that he was restored to consciousness with 
difficulty. 


Boy Writes to His Parents. 

The first details came out through a letter 
received in Chicago by the parents of a stu- 
Gent at the academy. The boy’s name was 
not revealed through fear that he also might 
be subjected to a cruel hazing. The letter 


“The cadets of Culver Military academy 
hazed one of their fellow cadets because he 
put upon a sweater the letters ‘ Culver,’ 
which he had not earned and was not allowed 
by the rules among the boys to Wear. 

“They put*him in a tub of ice cold water 
and put a dry battery, with one of the con- 
ductors tn the water. Then they made 
the cadet grasp the other conductors, which 
was outside the water, and turned the bat- 
tery om. 

“ The cadet could not let go. He was un- 
conscious for twenty minutes, and only by 
vigorous rubbing was he brought to life. 
Fitty cadets were around andsawit. Five 
of the ringleaders have been dismissed. It 
happened last Sunday afternoon. It came 
near being like that Kenyon affair, which 
etarted out as a joke and turned out worse.’’ 

Ringleaders Are Dismissed. 

The leaders im the plot which trapped the 
two boys are said to have been Cadet Camp- 
bell, Cadet Cumphrey, ‘Cadet Porter, Cadet 
Bliss, and Cadet Knighten. These boys, with 
six others, have been dismissed, and the 
digcipline board of the academy is not 
through yet, according to reports last night. 

It appears that Fee and Harris had put 
on the letters, which signify hotiors on the 
athletic field, before they had played a suffi- 
clent number of games of football or dig- 
, Unguished themselves in other ways neces- 
"sary to the strict code of the cadets. They 
‘had not worn the sweaters many days. Sun- 
day afternoon they were strolling on the 
campus when they were called from one of 
the dormitory windows. 

‘* We want to see you,” said the decoy, said 
to have been Kirk Campbell. 


Walk Into the Trap. 

Fee and Harris, arm in arm, went inno- 
cently into the trap. In the room was a 
crowd of boys, stern faced and silent. The 
victims were seized, blindfolded, and placed 
in a closet, while the board of inquisition 
passed judgment on the nature of the tor- 
ment to be employed.

“ What do you mean by going out with my 
intended wife?” he demanded, addressing 
himself to Cannivet. The young woman's 
escort answered: 

“TI believe Miss Arndt can answer that 
question better than I can.” 


Claims Girl as His Intended. 


Without waiting for an answer Burngsmith 
struck Cannivet a stinging blow on the ear. 
Cannivet returned the blow and then grap- 
Then began a fierce 
struggle between the two men and the young 
woman screamed wildly for aid. 

Then in the thickest of the fight Burng- 
smith managed to wrest his right arm loose 
from the grasp of his opponent, reached for 
his revolver, and aimed at Miss Arndt, 

."* Now, I'll fix you both,” he said between 
his clinched teeth. ‘“ I'll teach you a lesgson.”’ 


Defiects Bullet Aimed at Girl. 

Quick as a flash Cannivet raised his hand 
and struck the weapon just as Burngsmith 
pulled the trigger. The bullet struck Miss 
Arndt, who, with a cry, fell to the sidewalk. 

Burngsmith freed himself from the grasp 
of Cannivet with a jerk and quickly took 
aim and fired at his rival. Then he ran up 
the stairs of the young woman’s home with 
the wounded man at his heels. 

Although bleeding and weak, Cdannivet 
caught up to Burngsmith at the top of the 
landing fn the hall and again grappled with 
him. They were struggling fiercely when a 
sister of the wounded girl came rushing out 
in answer to the calls for help. 

At sight of the struggling men she quickly 
ran into the house again. Burngsmith tore 
himself away, followed her, putting his foot 
on the threshold so that the door could not 
be closed. 

‘‘ Hide me, hide me, for God's sake, hide 
.me,”"’ he erted. As the wounded man fell tn 
a heap on the landing in the hall the woman 
then ran out of the house calling loudly, 
‘Police, police, help.”’ 


Assailant Shows His Cowardice. 

Burngsmith ran in and hid himself in a 
small rear room. Here he was overpowered, 
after a struggle, by Detectives Specht and 
Henreddy, who had heard the reports of the 
shots.

_ §$o the alderman wrote to Mr. Dalrymple 
as well as to the lord provost of Glasgow, ask- 
ing them whether they understood Mr. Dal- 
rymple came to Chicago as an official, loaned 
by one city to another, or simply as a private 
individual. ‘In. the letter received - yester- 
day Mr. Dalrymple answered that he con- 
sidered his trip an official one. 

“T have not yet heard from the lord 
provost,’ said Mr. Young, “ but I shall put 
the letter from Mr. Dalrymple into the coun- 
cil Monday evening as a reason why his re- 
port should be made public."’ : 


Object Lesson for Dalrymple. 


The story as to the causes influencing Mr. 
Dalrymple in making his report is that on 
the trip he took to Cleveland to attend Mayor 
Johnson's picnic he saw so much of the men 
who would expect to run a municipal street 
railway in Chicago that he made up his mind 
such a venture would be a failure if at- 
tempted. 

Attached to the epecial train which took 
the County Democracy to Cleveland on that 
occasion was a private car for the use of 
Mayor Dunne, and he not going it was given 
over to Mr. Dairymple. In spiteof the efforts 
af City Sealer Roche, who had charge of the 
car, the members of the Jefferson club on the 
train crowded into the car and gave Mr. Dal- 
rymple the benefit of their more or less radical 
views.

Co. A. VAN ORDER OF CHURCH OF

Grapplies with Burglar in Hallway of 
House anda Holds Him Until Chil-

Grappling with a burglar whom he encoun-

Churches Blamed for Crime.

BARON ROSEN PRAISES CZAR. 


Political Liberty Is Greatest Boon 
Since Serfs Were Freed 


Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 23.—Baron Rosen, 
the Russian ambassador, in an address be- 
fore the American Academy of Political and 
Social Science here tonight, reviewed re- 
cent events in Russia and asked the Amer- 
ican people to withhold their censure for 
the massacres until the blame could be fixed 
and the guilty officials punished. He said: 

*“ Our gracious sovereign’s manifesto open- 
ing to the Russian people the gates of 
freedom, never to be closed again, is an 
event deeply affecting the future of a coun- 
try equal. in size to one-sixth part of the 
inhabitable globe and the destinies of one- | 
tenth part of the human race. By the side 
of the Hberation of the serfs \this is the 
greatest, the noblest, the most magnani- 
mous act ever accomplished by a Russian 
sovereign. 

“It is to be deplored that the dawn of 
liberty in Russia should have been marked 
by an outbreak of the wildest passions and 
of wholesale rioting and bloodshed. Impar- 
tial history will pronounce judgment on 
these events, placing responsibilities where 
they belong. coe og history will take 
into account that time of great political 
upheaval people's minds are apt to lose their 
balance, and that In the fever heat of polit- 
ical passions long confined and at Inst un- 
loosened deeds will be done that will fill 
some day with burning shame the hearts of 
the men who committed them.”

Seattle, Wash., Nov. 28.—[ Special. ]—George 


the Seattle assay office, was arrested today 
charged with stealing $35,000 worth of gold 
dust, to which he had access in his official ca- 
pacity. Twelve thousand dollars was found 
in his possession by Secret Service Agent 
Connell, who said he had made practically 
a complete confession, having abstracted the 
dust from the miners’ pokes since last May. 
Black sand was substituted to bring up the 
weight of the bars. 

His practice was to withdraw the bullion 
and sell it to local banks. Amounts varying 
from $20 to $100 could: be removedifrom large 
consignments of gold without exciting syus- 
picion, — 

Shortage Charged to Shrinkage. 

The amount of dirt in gold dust varies from 
2 to 8 per cent, depending upon the locality 
whenece it comes. After the ore was melted 
the weight represented by the sand would be 
charged to shrinkage, thus protecting 
Adams. The shrinkage became so large, 
however, that the department's attention 
was attracted and the inquiry rerulted, 

Connell provided tests with 2,000 ounces of 
gold dust. He had it assayed and weighed 
and placed in the yault one day within reach 
of Adams, who entered shortly after noon; 
just after everybody had left after closing 
hours. Yesterday when Adams was ar- 
rested a pair of gold scales and a supply of 
black sand was found in the vault. He had 
taken out three ounces from each of thécans 
and then ‘put back three ounces of 


sand.

PUBLIC OPINION. 

The sultan’s reply to the demand of the 
powers for international control in Macedo- 
nia is that public opinion in Turkey would 
not allow him to take such a step. This 
may be nothing more than a baseless excuse, 
but the claim of the sultan that there is such 
a thing as public opinion in Turkey, and 
that this is not to be disregarded, is an ad- 
mission of the truth of Hume’s observation. 
“Asforce,” writes Hume, “is always on 
the side of the governed, the governors have 
nothing to support them-but opinion. It is, 
therefore, on opinion only that government 
ig founded; and this maxim extends to the 


} most despotic and most military govern- 


ments as well as to the most free and most 
popular.” 

In a free country there are two ways in 
which public opinion finds wutterance— 


j through the voice of the chosen representa- 


tives of the people and through the con- 
sentient voice of the multitude speaking di- 
rectly. As no law can be placed upon the 
books except through the action of elected 
officials, so no law can remain in vigor when 
a large majority of the people openly, wit- 
tingly, and insistently are of opinion that it 
should not be enforced. In foreign affairs an 
executive of stamina may for a time resist 
@ popular demand, but in the end the desire 
of the peopletriumphs. However securely a 
community is held by political slave drivers, 
freedom is within its grasp whenever it de- 
cides to be enslaved no longer. 

It is from considerations of this kind that 
publicity becomes a formidable weapon of 
defense and of offense. Publicity does not 
change at all the legal status of a corrupt 
board of directors or combination of public 
servants, but notorious wrongdoing arouses 
a sentiment of opposition which is felt by 
wary lawbreakers and leads them to mend 
their ways. Or else this sentiment com- 
mands the interposition of higher political 
authorities, and if these fail the citizens re- 
sume into their hands intrusted powers and 
by ballot or by arms invest new rulers with 
the duty of protecting the common welfare. 
Where a corporation has not a monopoly 
ostracism is effectual punishment for disre- 
gard of law or right. 
yirtual monopoly makes ostracism impossi- 
ble publicity is even more to be feared by 
the guilty, because the remedy is the more 
sweeping when it does come. 

Exposure of wrongs committed by public 
officials or corporations that profess to bene- 
fit the people is a sign of health, not 6f de- 
composition. It proceeds from a belief that 
public opinion based upon knowledge will 
not tolerate wrong, and that public opinion 
is a power that no constituted authority can 
afford to defy. 


MAXIMUM, NOT ABSOLUTE, RATES. 
A Washington correspondent reports 


Roosevelt has “slightly changed} his pro- 
gram concerning railway rate legislation.” 
Instead of advocating giving the interstate 
‘commerce commission power to fix absolute 
rates, as it is assumed he formerly did, he is 
now advocating giving it power only to fix 
maximum rates. 

If the president has made any change in 
his rate program itis not a recentone. As 
lomg ago as May 9 Secretary Taft, in a 
speech at a banquet given in Washington 
to the members of the international! rail- 
way congress, declared specifically in favor 
of giving the interstate commerce commis- 
sion power to fix maximum rates, There 
ean be no doubt that on that occasion Mr. 
Taft spoke the president’s mind. In his 
speech at Raleigh, N. C., on Oct. 19, the 
president himself distinctly advocated the 
same policy. The only way, said he, that 
supervision of the railroads by the commis- 
sion could be made effective was to give it 
power, when it found a rate unjust or un- 
| peasonable, to itself “fix a maximum rate 
which it regards as just and reasonable, this 
rate to go into effect practically at once.” 

Mr. Roosevelt favors a maximum rather 
than an absolute rate policy, because there 
is reason to believe it would prove better in

Mexicans are proverbially superstitious, 
and the fate which has overtaken her two 
envoys at Vienna since the restoration of 
diplomatic relations with Austria a couple 
of years or so. ago ts calculated to create 
an ominous impression among them. It may 
be remembered that for thirty-five years 
following the shooting of Emperor Francis 

Joseph's brother, Maximilian, at Queretaro, 
diplomatic relations between this Central 
American republic and Austria were inter- 
rupted. Between two and three years ago 
they were restored through the agency of 
the inte Prince Khevenhuller, who was one 
of the principal Heutenants of Maximilian 
in Mexico, the restoration following the 
honors paid by the Mexican government and 
army at the ceremony of the consecration of 
the memorial ¢hapel erected on the spot 
where Maximilian was shot at Queretaro. 

The first Mexican diplomat to be appoint- 
ed to the court of Vienna died there after 
only two days’ iliness, within four months 
folowing his arrival, and his successor, 
Don José de Zenil, has now succumbed in 
a ‘still more sudden fashion, being found 
dead in his bed the other morning from 
heart failure, the latter following upon the 
excitement caused by the breaking out of 
fire in his legation on the following day. 

The Mexican government probably will 
have difficulty in finding another diplomat 
willing to secept the post. For ever since 
the civil war in Mexico caused by the pres- 
ence of Emperor Maximilian on the throne, 
Austria has been regarded as a country 
destined to bring misfortune upon Mexico, 
and the fate which has overtaken her two 
envoys at Vienna is Hable to confirm this 
impression.

The vell was raised the other day at Paris 
from the mystery which has hitherte shroud- 
ed the close of the life of Mrs. Emilio Terry, 
mote widely known as “ Sybil Sanderson," 
and who played so notable a role in the life 
of the ill fated Prince Baldwin of Fianders, 
the elder of the two nephews of King Leo- 
pold and heir presumptive to the crown. 
It seems that Sybil Sanderzon at her death 
left but few assets and an enormous quan- 
tity of debts, some of the latter legitimate 
and others assuredly bogus. It is the law- 
suite instituted for the purpose of distin- 
guishing the bona fide creditors from the 
fraudulent ones that have necessitated the 
laying bare of the misery of her end.. 

It may be remembered that Emilio Terry 
of New York and Havana died suddenly 
without making any provision for her beyond 
the annuity of $10,000 a year which he had 
settled upon her at the time of his marriage. 
She found this income altogether inadequate, 
and, in order to make up the deficit, em- 
barked in all sorts of wildcat speculations, 
most of which resulted disastrously. 

The consequence was that three years ago 
she found herself with all her jewels in 
pawn, her property seized, her annuity 
mortgaged—in one word, reduced to absolute 
destitution. She thereupon endeavored to 
retrieve her fortunes on the stage, and ap- 
peared at Nicein the rdéle of “ Esclarmonde.”’ 
Frightened as to what her reception on the 
part of the audience would be, she sought 
courage where she had so often found it 
before—namely: in drink~and, completely 
intoxicated, was unable to continue after the 
first act, was conveyed in a state of de 
lirlum to her hotel, where the crise re- 
solved itself into a terrible bilious fever, 
and not long afterwards she succumbed to 
cirrhosis of the liver, completely abandoned 
and in the utmost destitution and misery. 
This was early in 1903. That was the end 
of one of the most beautiful American 
women who have ever been seen on the Eu- 
ropean stage.

The judgment recently given by the Su- 
preme court of the German empire in favor 
of Count Leopold of Lippe, who was there- 
by enabled to assume possession of the 
throne as sovereign prince of Lippe, was no- 
where awaited with a greater degree of in- 
terest than in the duchy of Saxe-Meiningen, 
where the judgment has been received with 
a considerable amount of satisfaction. For 
it affected the succession not only of the 
throne of Lippe but also of Saxe-Meiningen. 
The ruler of the latter is an infirm octogen- 
arian, married en troiseme noces to an 
actress. His eldest son, Prince Bernard, 
is married to the best looking and cleverest 
of the sisters of the kaiser, and hae no sons, 
but an only daughter. The second son of 
the duke, Prince Ernest, contracted a mor- 
ganatic 
poet William Jensen, who has a strong 
strain of Jewish blood in his veins. The only 
remaining son, Prince Frederick, is married 
to the sister of Prince Leopold of Lippe and 
has male issue. 

Now, if Prince Leopold had been adjudged 
by the Supreme court disqualified from the 
succession to the throne of Lippe in con- 
sequence of his movher’s mother having 
been a Philadelphian of bourgeois parent- 
age, the children of Princess Frederick of 
Saxe-Meiningen would have had to be barred 
from succession to the throne of Saxe-Mein- 
ingen on identically the same grounds, and, 
according to the statutes of the reigning 
house, Saxe-Meiningen would have lost its 
independence and have been merged in the 
grand duchy of Saxe-Weimar. The people 
of Saxe-Meiningen had therefore at stake 
not merely their dynasty but also their na- 
tional independence in the suit just decided 
to their satisfaction and to that of Prince 
Leopold of Lippe by the Supreme court of 
the German empire.

Alphonse Daudet’s. five “act comedy, 
# Sepho "the term comedy seetns fronical - 
as applied to such a play—may not be pleas- 
ant in subject matter, especially to Anglo- 
Saxon theatergoers, but when presented as 
it was last evening at the Grand opera house 
by Mme. Bernhardt and her company there 
is nothing in a performance of it to offend. 
The strict moralist may assert that the art 
which so glorifies unpleasant conditions thaj 
they ceage to offend is a dangerous art—that 
if art is to busy itself at all with the morally 
ugly things of existence it should so present 
them that they will repel and disgust the on- 
looker. The point is an old one, and many 
words have been expended on it and many 
bitter feelings rouged to rankle and to cloud. 
To enter into discussion of it at this after 
midnight hour is as impossible as it would be 
futile. It suffices that Mme. Bernhardt pre- 
sented “‘ Sapho " at the Grand in a manner so 
touched with refinement and good taste that 
all disagreeableness of subject was lost 
sight of in contemplation of an art which 
beautifies and makes endurable even the 
most unpleasant phases of our Mfe social. 

It was the first time, it is believed, that 
Mme. Bernhardt has played the réle of 
Fanny Le Grand in Chicago, and there was 
keen interest to know what she would do 
with a character which gained widespread 
notoriety through the treatment accorded it 
by an English speaking actress and which 
proved distinctly objectionable when done 
here last season by one of Mme. Bernhardt’'s 
celebrated countrywomen. Both of the 


‘ actresses referred to accentuated the ani- 


malism of Fanny Le Grand, and by so doing 
they made it repulsive to all clean, thinking 
people. That the character on the surface 
invites such treatment is true, and that such 
treatment may be closely in keeping with 
actual conditions as found in life is likely, 
but. on the well founded theory that art 
should beautify, if it is to remain true art, 
such low treatment is unacceptable and ir 
admissible. 


oe 
Mme. Bernhardt’s art is the art that thus 
beautifies and therefore her Sapho inter- 
ests, holds attention, and awakens sympathy, 
even while it may not charm us or win our 
approval or admiration. She does not weak- 
en the character of Sapho by her finer pre- 
sentment of it. There is never a moment 
of doubt in the spectator’s mind as to the 
moral status of the woman she presents, but 
it is the soul, not the body, of the woman in 
which our interest is centered. And herein 
lies the vast—the immeasurably vast—artis- 
tic distance that exists between the Sapho 
of Mme. Bernhardt and the Sapho of Miss 
Nethersole and of Mme. Réjane. Her Sapho 
ig a mind, an entity so constituted that love 
of its opposite sex is essential to it; their 
Sapho is an animal thinking only of the sat- 
isfying of its carnal desires. And studying 
the soul Sapho which Mme. Bernhardt pre- 
sents we see the reasons and conditions which 
might have led to the woman's becoming 
what she was; we see the good as well as 
the bad in her nature, and seeing thus clear- 
ly we can pity her and sympathize with her, 
ebng though we may not approve of what 
he has become and what she does. Thus 
it is that art may, without weakening or 
glossing, #0 present to us unpleasant char- 
acters that our attention becomes concen- 
trated on the inner nature rather than on 
the externals of those characters, and in 
this way we get a broader understanding and 
clearer vision, It clarifies and completes be- 
fore us and by thus raising us a little way 
toward the height on which dwells the in- 
telligence which created all things it makes 
itself the handmaiden of divinity and merits 
the title of the divine.
